ABSTRACT OF GEN. BURNSIDE'S DEPOSITION. 
Gen. Burnside sald, when after the battle of 
Antietam McClellan decided to cross the Po- 
tomac, I said, thatin my opinion, he would 
never be able to take the army on that route 
beyoud the Rappahannock, unless he succeed- 
ed in enemy at some place on 
this side. That if he proposed to go to Nich 
mond by land he would have to go to Freder-

The pontooms did 
not get there until the 22d or S34 of Novem- 
ver.

They devoted them- 
selves to the work of destroying the railroad 
between Holly Springs and Oxford. They re- 
mained there until 8 o'clock, paroled all the 
prisoners and then removed off toward Grand 
Junction, with the avowed determination to 
destroy the railroad track between Holly 
Springs and Grand Junction. 
The effect of this raid can be easily discern.
